The school board of St. Paul has abol- 


ished the distinction of sex in the mat- 
ter of salaries. Hereafter'the women 
teachers will receive equal pay with the 
men. In establishing the schedules of 
future compensation for the teachers of 
the high school and the manual labor 
school no sox distinction is made. Here- 
after it will be purely a qtiestion of ca- 
pacity, individuality and efficiency. The 
schedule adopted reads: 


Grade 3—First year, $850; second 


year, $1,000; third year, §,1,000; fourth 
year, $1,100; nfth year, $1,100; sixth 
year, $1,200. 


Grade 2—First year, $1,000; second 


year, $1,100; third year, $1,200; fourth 
year, $1,800; fifth year, $1,400; sixth 
year, $1,600. 
' Grade 1—First year, $1,000; second 
year, $1,200; third year, $1,400; fourth 
year, $1,500; fifth year, $1,600; sixth

year, $1,900; ninth year, $3,000.

The Scotch, -with unconscious absurd- 


ity, sometimes talk of "tempting Prov- 
idence." In -writing "All's Well That 
Ends "Well," Shakespeare was "tempt- 
ing" the higher criticism. 
Ever since 


the days of Zenodotus in Alexandria the 
higher criticism has reveled in "athe- 
tizing," or marking as spurious, this part 
of an author's -work because it ia "un- 
worthy of him," that part because it is 
•'not in his style," a third portion be- 
cause it is a repetition of something he 
has said elsewhere, and so on, till in 
Homer there are few lines to which 
some German or some Alexandrian 
Greek has not urged objections. 
To 


similar exercises of idle ingenuity has 
"All's Well That Ends Well" been ex- 
posed. 
. When Lucian met Homer in the For- 
tunate islands, he asked the poet -which 
of the rejected passages were really his 
own. 
".£'' and every one of them," 


answered the shade; and Shakespeare's 
ghost might have made as inclusive a 
response to critical inquiries. Yet "All's 
Well'1 is certainly a play full of difficul- 
ties and enigmas. It was first printed 
in the folio of 1033, and very badly 
'printed it was. 
l?one of the dramas 


contains so many passages that appear to 
be corrupt! none is so rich in the -unin- 
telligible! non§ so open to conjectural 
emendation.—Andrew Lang in Harper's.

A MULTIPLICITY OF PARTIES. 


There are six political parties in Texas, 


exclusive of the Prohibitionists, mhich 
have quite a following. 
These are the 


straight Democrats, the Alliance Demo 
crats, the People's party, tha straight 
Republicans, Lily white Republicans and 
the Indeppndent colored party. Ordi 
narily the straight Democrats have a ma- 
jority in the State, but this year it is 
claimed the People's party will have a 
plu»ality, if not a majority. As the Har-

The aim of tbe bulletin is to explain the 


nature of these insects and snob remedies 
as will control them with little expense. 


The woolly aphis are provided with slen- 


der sucking beaks with which they pierce 
the tenderest bark of the fee and with- 
draw the nourishing sap from those parts 
which aeed it most. In limited numbers 
these Hoe could do little or no harm, hot 
when they appear in ooautleus myriads, the 
troth of there being "strength* in numbers" 
soon becomes apparent 
Young grafts, 


new growths of stems and leaves suffer 
most perhaps, from tbe bark form of the 
aphis. 
Those infesting the roots cause 


knotty swellings to appear npoj them. 


The sap drawn from the roots causes tbe 


tree to become niokly and finally die with- 
out apparent cause. This has been termed 
the American Blight. 


The attack npon the roots is the most 


injurious to tbe tree, as it is apt to become 
far advanced before the nature of tha dis- 
ease is known, and because the application 
of remedies ia more difficult in oases of 
this form than it that of those affecting tbe 
bark. 


For these reasons preventive measures 


against the root form of the woolly, aphis 
become most effectual when the form af- 
fecting the bark are kept so rednced as io 
prevent their spreading to the roots. 


Remedies for the bark form are found in 


the use of kerosene emulsion, tobacco de- 
coction and carbolic soap suds. 


The best remedy for the root form is bi- 


sulphide of carbon, tbe fumes of which 
penetrate tbe soil about tbe roots and kill 
the insects with which they come in con- 
tact.

limbs, fingers, 


etc., together, and we throw out this 
suggestion to local surgeons for what it 
is worth.—Ontario Observer. 


A New Element In » Mineral. 


It is reported that a new element has 


been recognized in a mineral found in 
Egypt by Johnson Pasha in 1890. This 
mineral, first called "Johnsonite," but 
afterward masrite, consists mainly of 
aluminium, manganese, cobalt and iron, 
in combination with sulphuric acid. It 
dissolves in water and yields on treat- 
ment with sulphuric hydrogen in an 
acetic acid solution a white precipitate, 
from which a pure hydroxide was pre- 
pared.—New York Journal.
